A number of sets of Posters showing Waps 
exist that may be of interest to Collect- 
ors of Map-Posters, namely "POSTACO" this 
series, so far as the writer knows shows 
maps of 36 of our 48 states in black on 
blue, on green and on yellow, size 41x56mr 
or 56x4lmm, 3 sets of 36 each, of these 
the green seems to be the scarcer. 


Another set of map posters was issued some 
years ago by a French concern Authur Maury 
these are black zinc line cuts, reproduced 
from originals mounted side by side and 
photographed, this accounts for the diffe 
snecs in size of type of Titles. Four 
Sheets of these stamps are known, Sheet iF 
is composed of 119 stamps, bearing names 
of countries in alphabetical order from 
Abyssinia to Crete, Sheet #2 Cuba to 
Madagascar, 117 stamps, Sheet #3 mMaderia 
to Saint Vincent 117 stamps, and sheet #4 
balomon (Iles) to Zululand, 88 stamps or 
44) stemps in all.

These are being listed 
under 118 headings, covering the United 
States as & map, the States, the Hemis- 
pheres, und Foreign Countries, the Jorld, 
Globes without Maps, Celestial Maps, and 
Posters that show lines that indicate maps, 
but not clearly defined. These will num- 
ber close to 3000, und if one were to add 
the Postage Stamps, State Revenues, Meters, 
ste. as listed not long ago in "Gossip" a 
collector would have a wonder.'ul showing 
of most interesting "Miniature Maps".
